the indictment prepared against GOT- 
ernor Taylor. It charges him with 
acting in conjunction with a number 
of men already indicted to feloniously 
kill GOEBEL, the wording being of the 
most indefinite character. According 
to the words of the indictment, the 
man who shot GOEBEL, and to whose 
act Taylor is charged with being an 
accessory, was "one of the last five— 
Henry Yottsey, John Howard, 
Berry Howard, Harlam Whitta- 
ker, Richard Combs,— and other per- 
sons to thin Grand Jury unknown; 
* * * but which of the aforesaid 
persons actually firvl the shot that 
killed the saiil Goebel it to thU Grand 
Jury unknount." 

In other words, the Grand Jury ha' 
no evidence as to who fired the fata! 
shot presented to it, and yet i- indict- 
ing men as accessories to this individ- 
ual. In its extremity it is forced not 
only to name five men as possible 
firers of the shot, but to add a saving 
clause stipulating others who may be 
unknown. The fact thus betrayed in 
the indictment is the most terrific ar- 
raignment which the men who are try- 
ing to "hang Taylor and damn thi 
Republican party" has yet received.

DMMtBf those of Chancellorsville and 
Chickamauga. 

It la nsalasi to review the days of re- 
construction. As Thomas Nelson Pago 
has trul v said, they are burnt into " 
heart - of every man in the South. They 
were disfranchised; they were in the 
grasp, not of soldiers, but of political 
bandits. Most of them had come out 
of the war financially ruined. Hut 
not for a moment was there a sign of 
faltering. The fields were tilled; the 
lands were reclaimed. The soldiers of 
the br.iv.-t army that ever marched or 
fought earned a competency for them- 
selve- and their children, and gradu- 
aUy won the right to vote and have their 
votes counted. Many of these battles 
were at tirst lost. Upon more than one 
occasion political bandits falsitled the 
election return* to keep the spoils a 
little longer in their hands, but such 
acts only delayed- dM not prevent— the 
linal consummation. 

The people of Kentucky were spared 
these day- only to pass through them 
I later. The fact that many of our peo- 
ple had served in the Federal Army as 
I hrave'y as did their kinsmen In the 
; armies of the Confederacy, saved Ken- 
tucky from carpetbag domination, but 
' the blow eventually fell from another 
quarter, and was all the more danger- 
1 ous because the election pirates had
